ASSOCIATION WISE 
COUNTY TEACHERS 


Following is the constitution and 
rules drawn up by the Wise County 
eachers’ Association, as adopted by 
that association at a recent meeting 
in Decatur: 
Preamble: In order to promote the 
educational interests of this county 
and elsewhere, to secure unified ac 
lion on the part of the school forces 
to encourage high professional schol 
arship and to secure better profes 
^ atonal respect, to promote the welfare 
of state educational organizations in 
the efforts toward progressive school 
legislation, to encourage better inter­ 
ests in local communities and provide 
funds for these purposes, the teach­ 
ers of Wise county do organize them ­ 
selves and do hereby establish and 
adopt this constitution. 
Article I. The name of this organ 
ization is The Wise County Teachers 
Association. 
Article II. Any teachers, trustee or 
friend of education may become 
member of this organization by giv­ 
ing his name to the secretary and 
paying the membership fee. 
Article III. The officers of this or­ 
ganization shall be a president, a vie* 
president, secretary-treasurer and an 
exeputive committee composed of five 
members and the aforesaid officers. 
Article IV. The president shall be 
chosen by a majority vote of the bona 
fide members present at the first reg­ 
ular meeting of each school year, and 
it shall be his'duty to preside at all 
meetings of the organization, to care­ 
fully study the laws governing the 
same, to give good advice to members 
and to strive devotedly to promote 
scholastic interest and harmony, both 
inside and outside the councils. 
Article V. The vice president shalt 
perform the duties of the president 
during such officer's absence, and 
shall be elected in the same manner 
as he. 
\ 
Article VI. The socretary-treasurer 
Vhall be appointed by the executive 
committee at its first session in each 
school year. 
It shall be the duty of 
that officer to attend all meetings of 
the association and all meetings of 
the executive committee and to make 
report and preserve true record of 
the proceedings of the same; 
to re­ 
ceive and make careful account of all 
funds accruing to the organization, 
'"'and to pay out the same upon order 
of the executive committee, by checks 
countersigned by its president, keep­ 
ing careful record of such disburse­ 
ments. 
Article VII. 
The executive com­ 
mittee shall be elected by a majority 
of vote of all members present at 
the first meeting of the association. 
They shall draw lots as to the length 
of term. 
The two who draw number 
one shall serve for one year and their 
successors shall be appointed, one by 
the retiring president and the other 
by the newly elected president. The 
’bree who draw number two shall' 
serve for two years and their succes 
sots shall be chosen, one by the retir­ 
ing president and one by the newly 
elected pesident, and one by a ma­ 
jority vote of the members present 
at that meeting. 
It shall be the duty 
o f t h e executive committee to meet 
at t h e call of the president. 
They 
shall serve as a nominating commit­ 
tee finance committee and committee 
on legislation, drawing up and rec­ 
ommending such laws for approval 
of this association, and such school 
Jaws for the consideration of the 
state legislature as in their judgment 
may be deemed proper and wise, pro­ 
vided that any proopsed legislation 
may be handed to them from any 
member of the association, and pro­ 
vided further that their power as 
nominating committee shall not de­ 
prave any individual of the right to 
make nominations of his own accord. 
This committee shall have authority 
to appoint such other committees, 
permanent or temporary, as may be 
needed in the transaction of their 
bushless. 
Article VHI. The time of meeting 
shall he at any time during the week 
countv institute and in the months 
December and March, as determin- 
-«d bv the executive committee. Called 
meetings may be held at any time at 
the discretion of the president and 
tho executive committee. 
Article IX. The place of meeting 
shall be the county seat, unless other­ 
wise designated by the executice com­ 
mittee. 
Article X. This constitution 
may 
be amended at any regular meeting 
unon motion of the executive com­ 
mittee and approval of two-thirds oi 
the members present and voting. 
Article XI. The membership fee 
shall be $1.00 per year, payable to 
the secret ary-treasurer.

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it gives a “ black eye” to their com­ 
al unity and a lower price. 
During the last two seasons, re­ 
ports show, Texas cotton in many 
districts which formerly grew desir­ 
able staple has deteriorated notice­ 
ably. 
Anything which shortens the 
staple of Texas cotton is bad. 
Every 
cotton grower should work toward 
producing better staple, longer fiber, 
and do something toward recovering 
for Texas that reputation which the 
state >n years past possessed for its 
outstanding fine upland cotton of dis­ 
tinctive character from 
a spinning 
standpoint. 
To go against the de­ 
mands of the market, which does not 
want very short cotton, is to contrib­ 
ute to lowrer cotton prices when there 
is every opportunity for getting a 
good price, due to the increasing 
demand for good cotton. 
It has been the experience of 
thousands of Texas cotton growers 
that short staple cotton does not pay 
and that they will receive a lower 
price for it. 
Of course, there may 
he instances where local buyers paid 
the growers no more for better sta­ 
ple. 
That 
“ hog-ound” 
buying of 
cotton on country m arkets is bad 
business for the grower goes without 
saying. 
A careful experiment 
has been 
made and the following facts were 
proven: Half-and-half was among the 
shortest varieties grown. 
The length 
of this and other short-fibered cot­ 
tons never exceeded seven-eights of 
an inch, while half-and-half itself 
averaged only a little better than 
three-fourths of an inch. 
The best 
general purpose cotton were Bennett, 
Lone Star, Truitt, 
Acala, 
Belton, 
Bowden, all of which averaged from 
better than one inch to an inch and 
one-sixthteenth and one-eighth inch 
staple. 
Masch cotton averaged one 
inch to one and one-sixteenth inch 
staple. 
From the above records a farmer 
can obtain practical guidance, but he 
be must governed by his particula: 
conditions and the section of the state 
in which he is farming. Where farm­ 
ers have to fight the boll weevil as 
part of cotton farming, they want 
early maturing varieties which com­ 
bine with a good staple of an inch 
or better strength of fiber and good 
spinning characteristics. 
This is verv 
important. 
The strength of fiber, as given for 
the above experiments, is as follows: 
Half-and-half is graded from very 
poor, very soft and poor to good. 
while Lone Star, 
Mebane. 
Truitt, 
Masch, Belton, Acala, Bowdon, Du­ 
rango, Kekchie, Foster and Snow­ 
flake graded from fair to good and 
strong, being in every way better 
from a spinning standpoint. 
The big demand is for cotton of 
around one and one-sixteenth to one 
md one-eighth inch staple. The more 
nearly 
growers 
approximate 
this 
ength the better the prices will he 
for their cotton, experts declare. 
It may be remarked by wax of 
comment on these records that the 
market requirements in the sale of 
ill farm products are the same. 
It 
ill max he summed up in the words 
‘quality wins.” The community that 
produces the best hogs or cattle, th" 
hest milk, wheat, corn or orchard or 
garden products, is the community 
hat is going to get the business. 
This is a self-evident fact known to 
every man. 
The same applies to cot­ 
on. 
If Wise county persists in th" 
face of this law to grow cheap cotton 
she is going to have to pay for the 
violation of the law'. 
It is possible 
o obtain some temporary advantage 
'•oui the growing of cheap poor cot­ 
on hut in the end the community 
will lose by the practice. 
It is a 
question that is up to the planters. 
If they want to maintain a stable 
nark et condition for Wise county 
otton they must perforce of necessity 
grow what the market wants, and 
hat means good, long, strong fibered 
ottons of one or more of the stall 
(lard varieties.

(’OTTON PLANTING 
STARTS HERE SOON 


By this date next 
month some 
farmers in Wise county xviii probably 
be planting cotton. 
There are some 
facts that it would be worth while 
for the public to consider before 
planting time comes on. 
In respect 
to cotton varieties and tin* relation 
have to tile conditions of the market 
the rem arks we print here (rom t In- 
staff correspondent of 
the 
Dallas 
Semi-Weekly Farm News are ot very 
pertinent 
interest. 
The article 
is 
given in abbreviated form: 
Tt is reported that manx 'I exas cot 
ton growers are planning to plant 
this season half-and-half cotton, in 
the hope that this variety will make 
a large “ turn-out” and a larger yield 
per acre and that they will receive 
just as good a price as it they pro­ 
duced longer staple. 
It is generally 
known among thinking farmers that 
half-and-half is very short staple and 
that because of that fact buyers pen­ 
alize cotton 
which conies from a 
territory producing short staple. 
In 
other words, if buyers know that they 
are liable to get very short staph 
in with their other cotton they want 
to protect themselves in the first 
place and take it out of tin' marker 
value of the cotton they buy when 
^Riey purchase it from tin1 buyer.

I is a well known fact that half-and 
half cotton hurts a community which 
grows it in with other and longer 
^staple cotton.

ASSOCIATION MADE 


Wise County Pure Bred 
Stock Raisers Have 
Tentative Plans 


The following constitution and by­ 
laws were recently adopted by the 
Wise County Pure Bred Stock Asso­ 
ciation, in meeting in Decatur: 
Article I.—Name. This association 
shall be known as the Wise County 
Pure Bred Livestock Association of 
Wise county, Texas. 
Article 2.—Objects. The objects or 
this association shall be to promote 
interest within the county in the pro­ 
duction of pure bred livestock; 
to 
encourage the use of improved means 
of prevention, control, and eradica­ 
tion of diseases and parasites; 
to 
assist in the m arketing of the prod­ 
ucts of its members by judicious ad­ 
vertising and promoting public sales; 
and to co-operate with other organi­ 
zations in holding county and local 
fairs.

Article 5.— Executive Board. 
The 
officers and directors shall constitute 
an executive board and shall be im­ 
proved to transact business for the 
association, five members of such 
board (including president or vice 
president 
and 
secretary-treasurer) 
shalt constitute a quorum for trans­ 
action of business. 
Article fi.— Duties of Officers. Sec­ 
tion I. 
The president shall exercise 
a general supervision over the affairs 
of the association and the executive 
board, and shall call special meetings 
of each at his discretion, or upon the 
written request of t» n or more stock­ 
holders. 
Section II. 
It shall be the 
duty of the vice president to assist 
the president in the discharge of his 
duties or in his absence from th** 
county or meeting to aet as president 
in order. 
Section III. 
It shall be the 
duty of the secretary to keep a record 
of all the proceedings of the associa­ 
tion and executive board; to conduct 
the correspondence of th** association. 
The treasurer shall' receive all moue,* 
due the association and pay all bills 
that 
have 
been 
anproved 
by the 
executive board. 
He shall keep on 
account of all receipts and disburse­ 
ments and report same, with proper 
vouchers, to the association at its 
annual business meeting and to tile 
executive board as it shall roo aire. 
The yearly accounts shall be m a d e un 
and examined by r committee ap- 
nointed by the executive board pre­ 
vious to annual meetings in each rem­ 
and the accounts shall be audited by 
a committee of three members to be 
selected by the association at its an­ 


nual meeting. 
Section IV. 
The di­ 
rectors shall, as far as possible, be 
representative of the various breeds 
of stock produced over the county 
and of the various sections of the 
county, and with the officers of the 
association shall constitute an execu­ 
tive board as provided in article 5. 
Each director representing a breed 
may request the president to appoint 
an advisory committee of three or 
five breeders to assist in looking 
after the interests of that breed. 
Article 7.— Shares. 
The shares or IUent 
membership fees shall am ount to one 
dollar for each fiscal year, except for 
members in good standing of boys’ 
and girls’ livestock clubs maintained 
under the supervision of the county 
agent, to 
whom membership fees, 
without 
voting privilege, shall be 
fifty cents per year. 
Article 8.— Quorum. 
Twenty-five 
per cent of the stocKholders of the 
association must be represented at 
any annual meeting to constitute a 
quorum for transaction of business. 
Voting by proxy must be authorized 
in writing. 
Article 9.— Annual Meetings: An­ 
nual meetings shall be held on the 
second Saturday in January of each 
year, or as soon thereafter as tile 
executive board shall designate. 
Article IO.— Membership. All per­ 
sons interested in pure bred livestock 
are eligible to membership. 
Other 
persons designated by the association 
may be honorary members. 
Article l l . — Expulsion. Any mem­ 
ber of this association found guilty 
of misrepresentation or using dishon­ 
orable methods or failing to make 
fair adjustm ent of claims, shall be 
expelled from this association by two- 
thirds vote. 
On filing of complaint 
against any member, the president 
shall, as soon as possible, appoint a 
committee of three members to in­ 
vestigate the charge and report ail 
facts obtainable the first following 
meeting of the association for action. 
Article 
12.— Amendments. 
This 
constitution may be amended or al­ 
tered by a vote of two-thirds of all 
the stockholders represented at any 
annual or called meeting of the as- 


tered which is acceptable by the in­ 
spection committee. 
Section III. A competent committee 
shall he selected to inspect and pass 
on each animal offered for associa­ 
tion sales;
